SHELTON, UA, AND STILLMAN FORM NEW HIGHER ED CONSORTIUM 



THE PRESIDENTS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA, 
STILLMAN COLLEGE AND SHELTON 
STATE COMMUNITY COLLEGE MET 
RECENTLY TO ANNOUNCE THE 
CREATION OF A NEW CONSORTIUM 
DESIGNED TO HELP THE THREE 
SCHOOLS WORK MORE CLOSELY TO 
ACHIEVE THEIR GOALS. REGULAR 
MEETINGS AMONG THE TOP 
ACADEMIC OFFICERS OF EACH 
INSTITUTION WILL BEGIN 
IMMEDUTELY, AND A SPECIAL 
GRANT PROGRAM TO STIMULATE 
COLLABORATIVE PROJECTS WILL 
BE ESTABLISHED. 

The three schools will pool funds to start 
a grant program to fund joint projects that 
promise to contribute to the economic, 
cultural and educational growth of the region 
and state. These projects will offer promise 
of collaboration among the institutions. The 
University will fund $10,000 of the grant 
program and Stillman and Shelton will each 
commit S5,O0O. Dr. Arthur Howington, 
dean of instruction and academic services,

will represent Shelton State on the 



consortium. Representing the University of 
Alabama is Provost Dr. Nancy Barrett and 
Dr. Joseph Gore will represent Stillman 
College. The consortium was announced 
during a special signing ceremony held on 
the UA campus. 

The purpose of the new partnership will 
be to promote cooperation in the delivery of 
education programs, research, economic 
development, cultural enrichment, public 
service, and outreach to the Tuscaloosa 
community and beyond. Examples of the 
types of projects might include cultural and 
educational programs where the three 
campuses will work together to bring in 
some of the nation's top thinkers and 
educators to present joint programs. 

According to UA President Andrew 
Sorenson, there are other formal higher 
education consortia in the State of Alabama, 
but no one, other than this, which combines 
a research university, a community college, 
and a historically black college.

THEATRE TUSCALOOSA 
PRESENTS ’THE WOMAN IN 
BLACK" 

THEATRE TUSCALOOSA'S latest 
production, "THE WOMAN IN BLACK," 
opens February 14 at the Bama Theatre, with 
performances running February 14 - 1 6 and 20- 
23. 

The play, adapted by Stephen Malatratt from 
the novel by Susan Hill, was first performed in 
London nearly 10 years ago and has only 
recently become available for production in 
the United States. 

According to executive producer Paul 
Looney, he could not believe how completely 
terrifying the script was when he first read it. 
"I know the audiences are going to love the 
atmosphere the show creates," Looney says. 

" THE WOMAN IN BLACK" is the story of 
an attorney named Arthur Kipps who, while 
visiting the home of the late Mrs. Alice 
Drablow, encounters a strange series of events 
that so frighten him that years afterwards he is 
still haunted by the experience. To ease his 
mind, he decides to tell the story with the aid 
of an actor, in hopes of exorcizing the specter. 

The production features two of the best 
known and most respected Tuscaloosa actors - 
Jeff Wilson and Gary Wise. The duo are also 
owners of The Globe Restaurant in downtown 
Northport. Directing the production is 
Jonathan Michaelsen, and Matthew von 
Redlich is stage manager. Paul Looney is 
scenic designer, John Hisey is lighting 
designer, and Candy Stephens is costume 
designer. 

Tickets for the production are $10 adults, 
$9 seniors, and $6 students. Students at 
Shelton State are admitted free. Tickets are 
available in advance by calling the Theatre 
Tuscaloosa box office at 345-3912. 
Performances are at 7:30 p.m. on February 14, 
15, 20, 21, and 22. Matinees at 2 p.m. are 
scheduled on February 16 and 23.
